INDEPENDENCE LEAGUE MAN. NAMED 


Paul M. Chamberlain, one of the experts 

who gave a favorable opinion on the Empire 
voting machine before the execution of the 
$1,000,000 contract with the city, teatified yes- 
terday before the Butts legislative commit- 
tee that he had obtained his place as an ex- 
pert at $50 a day through William W. 
Wheelock, attorney in fact for the Empire 
company. 
Mr. Wheelock, according to the testimony, 
drew the contract under which the million 
dollars’ worth of machines became Chicago 
property. * 

Mr. Chamberlain's testimony was dissim- 
ilar to that which he gave before tbe 
grand jury when the voting machine deal 
was being investigated by State's Attor- 
ney Hoyne, whose own election is especially 
involved with the workings of the machines. 

The transcript of the grand jury evidence 
was before both Attorney Peneen and At- 
torney McEwen. This showed that Cham- 
berlain had testified before the grand 
jury that he did not know of Wheelock's 
connection with the Empire company unti! 
he had visited Wheelock in the latter's of- 
fics.

Washington, D. C., July 30.—A terrific 
storm of wind, rain and hai! whipped across 
the capital today. 

Three dead, many Injured, and hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
ruined were the toll recorded. 

Out of a blazing sky, under which the city 
was sweltering with the temperature at the 
100 point, came the storm roaring from the 
perth, driving a mass of clouds that cast a

There was ho 


The gale, reaching a. velocity of nearly 
seventy miles an hour, swept the streets 


i clear, unroofed houses, tore detached small 


structures from their foundations, wrecked | 
one office building, overturned wagons and 
carriages in the streets, and swept Washing- 
ton's hundred parks, tearing huge branches 
from trees, and even uprooting sturdy old 
elms, the landmarks of a century. 

Tonight Washington's well kept streets, 
with their wealth of trees, were littered 
with broken foliage, roofs’ débris, and dead 
birds, as if a playful giant had carelessly 
swished his club up and down the city. 

With the wind came the rain and in five 
minutes the temperature from the hundred 
mark dropped to between 60 and 70. Then 
the rain turned to hail and hail stones hat- 
tered on roofs and crashed through skylights 
and windows. 


Three Dead in Building Crash. 
The wind. wrecked a three story brick office 
building oceupied by the B. 8. Saul com- 


pany, real estate dealers. and fifteen versons | 


were carried down in the crash. 

W. BH, Hilton, vice president of the real 
estate company; Thomas B. Fealey, 65 years 
old, a clerk. and ap unidentified man who 
entered the building trying to rescue those 
caught in the rare were taken from the 
wreck dead. 

Half a dozen were taken to hospitals seri. 
ously injured and half a dosen more were 
treated for slight injuries. Tonight the police 
were still digging in the ruins in the fear 
that other bodjes might be recovered.

HARDING ALONE OPPOSES ACTION 


Mrs. Ella Flagg Young will continue to be 
superintendent of the Chicago public schools. 
In a statement last evening she said she 
would accept the action of the board of edu- 
cation, which in the afternoon refused to ac- 
cept her resignation, 

The board’s action followed the reading of 
a communi¢ation from Peter Reinberg, pree- 
ident of the board. The president's letter, 
which asked that the resignation be not ac- 
cepted, was taken to be the request of Mayor 
Harrison. 

The vote stood fourteen to one. John C. 
Harding was the only trustee who voted to 
accept Mrs. Young's resignation. In a long 
address James B. Dibelka said he could see 
no reason for Mrs. Youne’s resignation ex- 
eept that she had found the duties too stren- 
uous at her age. He urged she be given an 
advisory position, a sort of “ superintend- 
ent emeritus.” He said he could not vote 
either for or against the resignation. 

Mrs. Young was notified of the action of 
the board by Mr. Reinberg, who sent a copy 
ot the resolution passed by the board to ber 
office. She did not attend the meeting, 


Statement by Mre. Young. 
Later she gave out the following signed 


statement: : 
I shall abide by the ection of the board 
ot education. It will still be my aim to 
make the Chicago public schools the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and endeav- 
or of the board and of Chicago herself 
for the children. The kind words of par- 
ents and teachers have touched me deeDly. 

Crowds at Meeting.

of reconsideration. The letter requested the 
members of the board to refuse to accept the 
resignation. 


Mrs. MacMahon’s Resolution. 
Mrs. John MacMahon then read the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Whereas, The board of edueation has 
received from the hands of the president 
the resignation of Dr. Ella Flagg Young 
as superintendent of schools, which is 
now before us for consideration; and 

Whereas, The experience Mrs. Young 
has aequired in the course of her eng 
and distinguished career as an educator, 
extending over a period of about Atty 
years; her extensive and intimate knewl- 
edge of Chicago's public school system 
and the teaching force, and the energy, 
industry, and capacity for administra- 
tive work with which she is by nature 
endowed all combine to make her services 
in her present position of special value 
to this community; and 

Whereas, While Mrs. Young's long and 
arduous labors in the educational field 
have richly earned for her the right te 
withdraw from further service therein if 
such is her desire, yet we feel that she 
has years of usefulness before her and 
that the community which has so 
ly hanored her still has claims upon her 
consideration which, we believe, she can- 
not and will not ignore; 

Resolved, By the board of education 
that we hereby refuse to accept Mrs. 
Young’s resignation, and that the presi- 
dent inform Mrs, Young of thie action of 
the board.

Aldermen Waste $250,000, 
Says Merriam: Gold Prick, 
Shouts Ald. Walkowiak.

Mayor announced appointments to 
school and library boards.

The council yesterday voted to buy at an 
appraised value the plant of the Chicago 
Reduction company, which has the contract 
to dispose of the city’s garbage until Aug. 31. 
For its purchase and maintenance until the 
end of the year the aldermen appropriated 
$600,000. 

This is a monument, in the opinion of Ald. 
Merriam, to “ municipal incompetence and 
shiftlessness.”’ 

“Tt is a waste of city money,” he added. 
Perhaps $250,000 represents the waste. But 
it is not the worst part of the disgraceful 
situation.” 

He asserted the “‘worst part” was the coun- 
cil’s action in authorizing the purchase of two 
sites for incinerating plants—one for $15,000 
at Ninety-fifth street and Stony Island ave- 
nue, end the other for $45,000 at Diversey and 
Oakley avenues. 


Calls Plant “Gold Brick.” 

Ald. Walkowiak also referred to the pur- 
chase of the reduction plant as a shame.“ 

Tou will burn your fingers with the gold 
brick you are buying.“ he shouted. “A little 
while back certain aldermen were yelling 
that this plant was killing children like rats. 
There was a cry of mercy! mercy! mercy! "’ 

Both of these opponents of the action voted 
for the purchase. They said they were 
forced to because there is no other way to 
take care of the health of the city after the 
present garbage contract expires. 

Prof. Merriam said the reduction com- 
pany valued its plant, real estate, and per- 
sonal proyerty at $126,541. For the purpose 
of negotiating with the city it has been repre- 
sented that the plant is worth $500,000. 

Ald. Richert, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, answered Mrriam, saying he had 
done his best to get the garbage problem 
settied. 

An order was passed placing the opera- 
tion of the plant under the jurisdiction of 
the health department. Only Alé Swift and 
Kunz voted against the purchase. 


“Forecloses on Commission.” 

There was considerably more opposition to 
the purchase of sites for incinerating plants. 
Merriam led the attack on this proposition. 

The council has appointed a commission 
and appropriated $10,000 to study the ques- 
tion of the collection, transportation and dis- 
posal of all city wastes,” Merriam said. " By 
purchasing sites for incinerating planta you 
foreclose the determination of a policy by the 
commission. The haphazard buying of sites 
is the worst piece of bungling in this whole 
matter. You cannot use the sites this year. 
You have made no appropriation to erect 
plants.” 

“That matter is pending in the finance 
committee, interposed the mayor. 

“There it will rest until Oct. 6. replied 
Merriam, who referred to the time when the 
council will reconvene after the vacation 
started yesterday. “If you are going to de- 
termine the policy before the investigation, 
why have the investigation? Why not save 
the $10,000 apprupriated for the inquiry?

Cabaret Shows Banished. 

The coupotl banished the cabaret in short 
order. Ald. Powers proposed an amendment 
to the ordipance permitting dancing in res- 
taurants by males 21 years old and females 
18 years old. That was shelved. and the 
ordinance prohibiting the usual stunts of 
cabarets was passed unanimously. It the 
actors do any dancing they must remain upon 
the stage. In the same place they must do 
their singing, and they cannot appear in 
tights, under penalty of a fine of 85 to $100. 

Immediately after suppressing this nul 
sance, as Ald. Hey called it, the councfl pro- 
ceeded to remove the muzzle from the bed- 
dlers. Monday night the councilmen refused 
to permit the peddlers to cry their wares 
from 11 a. m. to 6 p. m. Yesterday they re- 
considered the defeated ordinance and passed 
it. Ald. Utpatel made one of his most pa- 
thetic appeals in support of the measure 
“Manny Abrahams lost his life working 
for the downtrodden race which will be - 
mitted to make a living ut this erdinance 
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passes“ he said. “ Pasa it, that his widow 
may have the solace that his sacrifice was not 
in vain.” 

The council responded by a vote of 36 for 
and 23 against the measure, which lsexactiy 
the legal majority required. 

In a constructive way the council passed 
an ordinance for a turning basin in the Calu- 
ret river, near One Hundred and Fifteenth 
street. The government is willing to con- 
struct this improvement at a cost of $350,000, 
provided the city gives the necessary land. 
Private owners have agreed to transfer the 
land to the government provided the city 
would vacate a number of streets for them. 

The council voted to vacate eleven streets 
in the vicinity provided the adjacent prop- 
erty owners will pay $43,621 for them. Ald. 
Emerson asserted an old man Casey was 
the only property owner interested. The 
Association of Commerce has indorsed the 
program carried out. 


Harbor Work Pushed. 

For the preliminary work on the harbor at 
the mouth of the river the council appro- 
priated $15,500. Representative Frank J. 
Snite sent a letter of protest to Mayor Har- 
rison against the city’s paying $300,000 for 
land of the Chicago Canal and Dock com- 
pany, which is desired as the base for the 
harbor piers. The council authorized that 
purchase last Monday. 

Ald. Merriam asked the council to adopt a 
resolution requesting the attorney general 
of the state to assert whatever claim it has 
to this particular property. 

„ That will kill harbor development,” as- 
serted Ald. Cullerton. 

“It. ought to be passed,” declared Ald. 
Utpatel. “ We are going to pay $300,000 for 
a defective title to the land. It is a shame. 
It is like being cheated on a blind horse.” 

The council, however, referred the resolu- 
tion to the committee on harbors. 


Ventilation Ordinance Suspended, 

Ald. Schaeffer had an order adopted sus 
pending the enforcement of the ordinance 
requiring ventilation in theaters, halls, lodge 
rooms, and churches. He explained he be- 
lieves the ordinance should be modified and 
had a resolution to that effect pending in 
the committee on buildings. Until that order 
is passed upon the council directed the ordi- 
nance be not enforced.

Letter Warns McWeeny. 

The letter read in part: 

Dear Sir: Last Monday, about 4 p. m. 

I called you on the telephone, spoke to you 
personal and told you that there wae 
a big gambling house at 1221 North Clark 
street, in the rear of a poolroom, and 
gave you all the detaile connected with it. 
I told you that there was 4 big room in 
the rear of the poolroom, and a trap door 
leading to a subbasement. Also explained 
that no less than 100 men shoot craps 
there every night, and that the rakeoff is 
no less than $900 a week. 

What action are you going to take? 
Unless something is done, I am going to 
report it to Tun Trisuns. I won't stand 
for a ‘ pinch of Sour or ivemen, because 
if the right kind of a raid is pulled off, no 
less than 100 men should be taken. 

The letter was signed by “An Eye W- 
nese,” 

John Donoghue Owner. 

No action was taken until 2 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Then McWeeny’s detectives 
went to the poolroom, which is owned by 
John Donoghue, and arrested forty-five men 
for shooting craps. 

Tun TRIBUNE has received several com- 
plaints about the pool hall at 1221 North 
Clark street. A citizen called Tus Trisunw 
on the telephone Tuesday night and re- 
ported that young men who worked hard 
every day were losing their wages in Dono- 
ghue’s place. 

The call came at 9 o'clock. At 2 o'clock the 
pool hall was raided and the men booked at 
the Harrison street police station on charges 
of gambling. Thirteen other men, bringing 
the day's total up to fifty-eight, were ar- 
rested Tuesday night and yesterday mern- 
ing.

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FISH CHARGES A “FRAMEUP” 


Blames Arson Indictments on Al- 
leged Woman Blackmailer. 


GIVES BONDS OF $100,000. 


Adjuster Calls Allegations Absurd and 
Sees Plot Against Him. 


Joseph Fish, head of Joseph Fish & Co., 
public fire insurance adjusters, who was 
made defendant in twelve indictments re- 
turned by the Cook county grand jury in 
connection with the Chicago “ arson trust 
investigation, declared yesterday the charges 
against him are the result of a frameup.“ 

He arrived in Chicago during the day, sur- 
rendered himself, and was released on bonds 
of $100,000. He was indicted on charges of 
arson, burning to defraud, accessory after 
the fact, and conspiracy to obstruct justice. 


Bond Reduced by Agreement. 

His bonds originally were fixed by the 
grand jury at $175,000, but by an agreement 
between the state and Attorney Benjamin 
Bachrach, counsel for Mr. Fish, the amount 
was reduced. Jacob Lnidheimer, Solomon 
T. Fish, Sidney Horner, and J. C. Kahn 
scheduled property valued at $213,000. After 
the bonds had been approved the defendant 
was released by order of Judge Kersten. 

“This whole thing is a frameup against 
me, said Mr. Fish. “A woman has been 
trying to blackmail me for more than a year. 
I refused to stand for it, and this is the re- 
sult. 

“The first charge against me was that I 
had been adjusting crooked fire losses. Some 
of the alleged evidence showed that, if it 
were true, I could not Ve prosecuted because 
the statute of limitation had run. We never 
settled a single crooked fire loss knowingly. 


Denies Knowledge of Gang. 

“As to this so called arson gang, that is 
something I know nothing about. They 
seem to know all about it in the state's at- 
torney’s office. I read in Tue Tor the 
other day that Mr. Johnston called a meeting 
ef firebugs in his office. 

“There are eleven in the so-called arson 
gang. I am indicted with these eleven. I 
don't know more than four of them. I couldn't 
name the other seven if I tried. The four I 
know are Sam Blaser, Samuel Stark, Joseph 
Lewis, and Nathan Spire.

MOTHER TELLS OF “PLOT.” 


Says John P. Collins Escaped 
by Having Youth Testify to 
Sale of Stolen Goods. 


How is it that these young boys are here 
before me, with everybody testifying against 
them, when the Madison street saloonkeeper 
who bought the stuff they stole is not here? 

Judge Adelor J. Petit yesterday asked the 
question of an assistant to State's Attorney 
Hoyne in the Criminal court, where Morris 
Snyder, 18 years old, was on trial for receiv- 
ing stolen property. Isadore Weinberg, 16 
years old, entered and robbed the house of 
W. H. Herman, 620 South Marshfield avenue, 
on March 25, stealing $600 worth of watches, 
jewelry, and diamonds. 

“I sold the diamonds for $50 to John P. 
Collins,” Snyder said. 

Further questions brought out the fact that 
the diamonds which the west side saloon- 
keeper and politicign bought for $50 were 
worth $300. 

Coached on Testimony. 

“When Mr. Collins was on trial in the 
Maxwell street police court on a charge of 
stealing the diamonds you said you had only 
borrowed $50 from Collins on the diamonda, 
telling him they belonged to a girl who was 
down and out and she needed $50 for a week.“ 
said the state's prosecutor. 

Tes, but it wasn't the truth. I was told 
to say it.“ said Snyder. 

Who told you?” 

The prosecutor over there at Maxwell,” 
replied Snyder. 

Do you mean that Assistant State's At- 
torney Joseph A. Smejka! told you to teatify 
that way to save Collins? 

Let me tell you, your honor,” said the 
boy’s mother, Mra. Anna Suyder- Flink. step- 
ping up to the bench. “ When Morris was 
arrested and arraigned before Judge La Buy 
he seid he had sold the diamonds to Collins, 
the saloonkeeper at Madison and Halsted 
Judge La Buy continued the case until Mr. 
Herman could swear out a complaint against 
Collinge charging him with receiving stolen 
property from my boy. 

“Case Fixed,” Collins Quoted. 

“The day Collins was arrested he sent 
for me. He told me to get Morris to tell the 
story in court that he had only borrowed the 
$50 on the diamonds, after telling Collins 
that they belonged to a girl who was sick. 
Collins said he had the case all fixed up with 
Assistant State’s Attorney Smejkal. He said 
that if Morris told that story they'd only ask 
him a few questions and it would save Col- 
lina, and Collins would see to it that he was 
out of jail in a few days. 

“I told my boy, and through Collins we 
got him out on bail. After my boy had testi- 
fied for Collins and saved him, the bondsmen 
surrendered Morris and he was sent back 
to jail. He has been there several months.” 

The Snyder boy corroborated his mother’s 
testimony. 


Judge Directs Grand Jury Inquiry. 

“T am handing out even handed justice in 
this court,” said Judge Petit after hearing 
the story, “and I will not punish this boy 
and let other Ity persons go unpunished. 
Every one in is case seems to have got 
in trouble but the Madison street saloon- 
keeper. The grand jury should look into the 
whole matter. Snyder knew the property was 
stolen. Collins knew the property was 
stolen, and you ’’—speaking to Patrolmen 
Creedon and Condon of the Maxwell street 
police station— knew that both of these 
persons knew it was stolen. Take al of the 
witneases before the grand jury and let the 
jurors hear what I have heard here.” 

The two boys and the mother were am- 
med before the grand jury.

Beisewanger is said to be the ruling uu 
ence in the automobile mill.“ He was the 
predecessor of Justice Korloesky as justice 
at Niles, but was removed from office. Then 
he became Korloesky's clerk. . 


Reporter Sees Scheune Work. 

A reporter for THe Tais went to Niles 
last Sunday to investigate stories told by 
mulcted autoists. He saw two men standing 
near a cemetery. A motorist drove along: 
The men flagged him and produced a war 
rant for hie arrest because there was ne 
license marker on the front of the machine, 
He was taken into a saloon. where Beleswan- 
ger wae sitting at a table. 

Kortoesky soon arrived. The motorist wae 
induced to sign a bond to appear in court og 
Friday in Niles. 

But.“ Beisswanger said. “if you gend 
want to come back here you can pay 816 aud 
we'li confiscate the bond.” 


President Mau Discusses It. 

Citizens of Niles say the system is nothing 
except graft. President Fred Mau of the vi- 
lage said he opposed the actions of the jue- 
tice of the peace and his clerk and had asked 
them to stop the practice. 

“They tell me they ere trying to catch 
apeeders,” Mr. Mau said, but they don't de 
that.

trust the president for the present. 

Ambassador Wilson succeeded in tmpress- 
ing the committee with the gravity of the sit- 
gation in Mexico and convinced it that a defi- 
ute policy must be adopted if the neighbor- 
fag republic is to be saved from chaos He 
y said nothing is to be gained by 
@ediation, and he does not expect that the 
genferences in Mexico looking to an arrangé- 
ment of the difficulties between the leaders 
wil. be productive of results. In his judg- 
ment the United States is facing two akerna- 


Recognition of President Huerta, pro- 
vided he shall agree to certain stipula- 
tions. 

Military intervention by the United 
Biates. 


Envoy Wilson Outlines Plan. 
Ambassador Wilson's plan for dealing with 
the Mexican situation, as laid before the sen- 
ate committee, provided for the recognition 
by the United States upon the following con- 
ditions: 

That a constitution election will be 
held in Mexico next October and that 
proper safeguards will be adopted to in- 
pure a fair expression on the part of the 
voters at the polls. 

That pending olaims of the United 
States against Mexico, including the 
Chamizal controversy and the Colorado 
river dispute, be adjusted on terms pro- 
posed by the United States. 

That the pecuniary claims of American 
citizens and others be adjusted imme- 
diately through a commission and ar- 
rangements made for assuring payment 
within a reasonable time. 


‘Relates Recent History. 

For three hours the ambassador was 
quizzed by the committee. He began from 
the time he took office in Mexico, explained 
the gradual disappearance of the power of 
Porfirio Diaz, related the incidents connected 
with his retirement and the accession of 
Madero, and described the conditions in 
Mexico City which caused him to arrange a 
conference between Huerta and Felix Diaz, 
the assassination of Madero, and the present 
conditions. 

Huerta is not the murderer the American 
people believe, in the view of Mr: Wilson. 
While the present president of the republic 
has a certain measure of responsibility for 
the crime, the ambassador is satisfied that 
he did not instigate it, 

This point is important, because of the 
assertion of President Wilsen that he will 
not recognize a government founded on mur- 
der. Some of the members of the foreign 
relations committee have a higher opinion 
of Huerta from the ambassador's renort and 
are inclined, to agree with him tnat prob- 
ably the better course for thts government 
to pursue is recognition of the only effective 
‘force in Mexico. Among these members are 
two Democrats. 


Puerta’s Strength Underrated, 
Moreover, they were impressed by the am- 
bassador’s statement that Huerta is far 
stronger than has been believed here as al- 
ready stated, however, the committee is 
averse to complicating the situation by any 
ection which might embarrass the chief exec- 
utiv 
So far as the president and Secretary Bryan 
are concerned, they are still waiting to ascer- 
tain the results of the efforts of the Mexicane 
themselves to adjust their differences. THis 
does not mean that the admiristration has 
not determined upon a definite policy. It has. 
Exactly what it is only the president and 
Secretary Bryan know. Not even senators 
have been taken into their confidence. The 
President has not forgotten that some days 
ago he advised senators of his mediation pro- 
Sram and that it promptly leaked out. He 
will not take any further chances of publicity, 
because some of the measures he has in con- 
teffipiation he believes will have a greater 
Chance of success if surrounded with the 
Strictest secrecy.

High Oourt in London Rules She Must 
Pay Levy on Moneys for Education 
of Children.

LONDON, July 30.—Mrs. Maldwin.Drum- 
mond, formerly Mrs. Marshall Field Jr. of 
Chicago; has lost her appeal to the High 
Court eyainst the payment of $50,000 income 
tax on moneys received from the trustees of 
the estate of the late Marshall Field for the 
maintenance and education of the three 
grandchildren. 

Judge Sir Thomas Horridge upheld the 
contention of the solicitor general that the 
moneys received from the trustees in Chicago 
must be regarded as income from foreign 
possessions,“ and that Mrs. Maldwin Drum- 
mond, who received the money as guardian 
of the children, is ch&rgeable. 

Mrs. Drummond's attorney contended that 
the children’s maintenance and school bills 
had been sent to the trustees and paid by 
them and that therefore his ‘client was not 
liable. 


CASTRO NEW REBELLION HEAD? 


Rumored He Has Taken Coro, 
Venezuela, and Its Governor. 


HAS HIDDEN HIS MOVEMENTS 


No Definite News of His Whereabouts 
Since He Left Berlin. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, July 30 —Ru- 
mors have reached here that the town of 
Coro, in the state of Falcon, Venezuela, has 
been occupied by partisans of Cipriano Cas- 
tro and that Gen. Leon Jurado, governor of 
Falcon, has been taker prisoner by them. 

It is said that Castro landed in Venezuela 
yesterday. 

A number of the former president's fol- 
lowers, including two of his young nephews, 
secretly embarked here today for Coro. 

The political situation in Venezuela is gen- 
erally regarded as critical. Scores of im- 
portant personages have been imprisoned. 


CASTRO KEEPS MOVES SECRET. 

The last definite news of the whereabouts 
of Cipriano Castro, former dictator of Vene- 
zuela, was his arrival in Berlin from New 
York, 

After he left the German capital he was 
reported to have reached the Canary is- 
lands. Then he disappeared. He was later 
supposed at various times to have been in 
Key West, in Curacao, and at Panama. 

Later he was said to have departed for 
Colombia, whither his brother, Carmelo, has 
preceded him. 


INVASION NEWS CONFIRMED. 

New. York, July 20.—Confirmation. of re- 
ports that Cipriano Castro has begun revolu- 
tionary activities in Venezuela was received 
here today in a cablegram to Gen. José Man- 
uel Hernandez, leader of the Nationa! Liberal 
party in Venezuela, now a political exile 
in this country. 

The message, dated yesterday, and sent by 
one of the general's agents at Cucute, Co- 
lombia, near the Venezuelan border, read:

Narragansett Pier Acts 


After 
$225,000 Robberies. ‘ 


DETECTIVES HAVE NO CLEWS 


 Servente in Looted Homes Not Sus- 


pected; Work of 1911 Gang? 


Narragansett Pier, R. I., July 30.—Thor- 
oughly alarmed by the robberies at Shore 
Acres,“ the residence of John H. Hanan, and 
at the residence of Charles Rumsey, which 
netted the thieves almost a quarter of a 
million dollars, summer residents here have 
adopted extraordinary precautions against 
similar losses. 

Large quantities of jewelry were placed in 
safe deposit vaults today. Much of it was 
shipped to New York. In many instances 
extra watchmen were engaged by house own- 
ers. It is likely the special police force or- 
ganized for the summer colony some years 
ago and later dishandéd will be reéstablished. 


Various Estimates of Loss. 

The loss to Mr. and Mrs. Charles Rumsey is 
variously estimated at from $75,000 to $116,- 
000. Mr. Rumsey would add nothing today to 
the original announcement that jewels of 
great value had been taken, though from an- 
other source came a denial that more than 
one necklace had been stolen. 

John H. Hanan is seriously ill at Shore 
Acres,“ and the news of the robbery of MMs 
wife's boudoir has been withheld from him, 
Mrs. Hanan would noteet a figure on the 
value of the jewels stolen, and the estimate of 
$150,000 is really the guess ofa jewelry expert. 


No Employe Under Suepicion. 

Mrs. Hanan stoutly denied tonight that 
any one in her employ was under suspicion. 
‘She also told something more of the circum- 
stances surrounding the loss of her jewels. 

No one knows how many private detectives 
are here, but at least three agencies have been 
called upon for their best operatives. All the 
railway stations and wharves are being close- 
ly watched in the hope that the thiever may 
have been unable to leave town. 

Up to tonight the detectives apparently 
had discovered no solution of either robbery. 

Among the many rumors circulated today 
was one that the Ellis Lea "’ cottage, occu- 
pied by J. B. Thomas of New York, had been 
robbed.

Toilers Used to 15 Degrees Un- 
der Zero. but Manage to 
Stand 7 Point Increase. 


While Chicagoans yesterday were fuming 


and sweating on the baking streets a report- | 


er and a photographer from Tut TrisuNnE 
found a place where the thermometer reg- 
istered 8 degrees Jelow zero Fahrenheit. 
And even then it was considered warm, for 
usually the thermometer there is 15 degrees 
below. The newspaper men found toilers 
attired in Eskimo costumes, their feet and 
legs quilted and bandaged, wearing heavy 
fur lined coats and caps, and with icicles 
in their mustaches. 

Downtown the mercury hovered around 
the 90 mark. Riding in the elevated train to 
to the Indiana avenue station of the South 
Side lines, the “explorers” mopped their 
brows and boarded a stockyards car, get- 
ting oft at Morris station. Then they went 
into the cold storage plant of the Morris 
Packing company. 

Coolest Man in Chicago. 

After passing through three vestibules, 
each twenty degrees colder than the other, 
attendants suggested the visitors put on 
overcoats. This suggestion was compplied 
with, and gloves and fur caps were added. 

Inside the main beef cooler the visitors 
met Patrick Breen, for twenty-three years 
the coolest man in Chicago. He has spent 
that time in the arctic atmosphere of the 
cooler, attending to the beef. 


Maximum Outside 89 Degrees. 

The temperature in the cooler was 98 de 
grees under that of the outdoors, which was 
90 degrees at 10p. m. Prof. Cox of the weather 
bureau predicts the 99 degree record will te 
reached this morning, but that in the after- 
noon the heat wave will break and Chicago- 
ans will enjoy cool weather for several days. 
A stiff breeze from the north and from off 
the lake is expected. 

All beaches and playground wading pools 
were crowded. Joseph Blesgen, a 13 year 
old boy, went wading with two companions 
in the lagoon at Ogden park and suddenly 
dropped out of sight. Englewood police used 
the pulmoter in vain.

THE FEARLESS “CUTS RED TAPE.” 

We use the word “ fearless in connec- 
tion with the intrepid young one in the state’s 
attorney’s office with mortifying realization 
of its ineptitude and inutility in this con- 
nection. Mr. Hoyne is the Coeur de Lion of 
the fearless crew. Others, fearless as they 
are, seem but scattering rabbite when the 
intrepidity of the Fearless Young One is 
observed and considered.

CANNING TOMATOES. 
ANNING vegetables may be trou- 
blesome work in summer, but the 
good it does in winter is greut 
enough to more than offset the 
trouble. If you have not planned to 
do canning this summer let your mind 
run back to last spring with its eruptious, 
sore throats, rheumatisms, and wiscei- 
laneous aches and pains. 

You and members of your family were 
mildly gouty, rheumatic, or scurvied, which- 
ever you chose to call it. Of the three 
Dames the last is the more accurate. You 
thought you needed ~~ spring medicine, 
and so you went to the drug store, got some 
herbs, and then went home and brewed a 
bitter, unpleasant tea. What was ailing 
your family then was that you did not put 
up enough canned goods last summer. 

This summer remember the fable of the 
ant and the grasshopper and put up enough 
canned stuff to keep your family healthy 
next winter. If you must buy canned 
goods you will take economical streaks 
from time to time and your family will suf- 
fer. If you can a few bushels this summer 
you will insist that the members of the 
family eat as much as they want and may- 
be a little more, 


— 
Tomatoes are especially good to keep 
people healthy in the late winter. They 
are easily canned; they keep well; they are 
cheap in summer, and, next spring, that 
tartness so much needed is there, just as 
it was when the canning was done. 
Farmers’ bulletin 521 is on canning to- 


matoes. It advocates classes on canning 
in the public schools. It outlines a plan of 
instruction. 


One instruction to the teacher is to ex- 
plain the meaning of sterilization, dene 
bacteria, spores, germs, exhaust, flux, and 
other unfamiliar terms, and to explain the 
pure food law as it applies to canned goods, 
especially tomatoes. 

This law is that canned tomatoes should 
contain no added water. The tomatoes 
employed should be thoroughly ripe, shou: i 
be well washed before peeling, should be 
peeled in a sanitary manner, etc. 

The bulletin advises steam pressure 
cookers, cooking at 250, because one cvok- 
ing is enough. When open boilers are used 
the temperature in them barely goes to 212, 
and more than one cooking is required to 
kill all the bacteria and their spores. 

— 

Insistence is put upon sanitation, which 
means cleanliness. If the tomatoes are 
canned, after the top is put on, there is a 
final heating to drive the gases out through 
a blow hole. This hole is then soldered. 

Two holes in a commercial can of bought 
tomatoes mean that, after sealing, some 
unkilled spores developed into bacteria 
and swelled the can. The swollen can was 
again punctured, heated, and then soldered. 
Cans with two solder points may or may 
not be high grade. 

There is no reason for buying a can with 
two punctures when the other kind is (or

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DO NOT CROWD FEEDING. 

D. E. B. writes: Since birth, my baby 
has had what appears to be an affection of 
the bowels. His stools have never been quite 
normal, but are generally watery, greenish, 
contain mucus and curds, and are sometimes 
dark. Baby is seven months old, weighed 
nine pounds at birth, and weighs twenty 
pounds now. He has gained consistently, is 
cheerful, and a ra perfectly healthy, ex- 
cept for the bowel trouble. We have a good 
doctor. The trouble does not seem to be con- 
stipation. The baby .was breast-fed up to 
five months of age, when we started giving 
him one bottle a day of the following: one 
ounce of certified milk, one ounce of lime 
water, one ounce of sugar of milk, seventeen 
ounces of boiled water. This was gradually 
strengthened until now he gets three feed- 
ings daily of the mixture, which contains, 
however, two ounces of milk. Should a spe- 
clalist see my baby, or will conditions right 
themselves? 


If your baby is prospering the bewel condition 
is not doing much 
healthy, happy, and growing. 
feeding in hot weather. Let well enough alone. 
Stay by your present physician.

On account of its ab- 
sorbent property it is said the old, withered, 
colorless cuticie gradually is absorbed and 
replaced by younger and healthier skit.

The Kansas board of bealth says that mercolized 
wax is ammoniated mercury and zinc oxide in the 
form of an ointment.

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ORD AND LADY SACKVILLE are in 
the black booke of the king and queen 
of Great Britain, and tt is unlikely that 
they will be seen at court ort any 
state function or private entertainment 

at which the sovereigns are present for many 
a year to come. 

The lawsuit over the will of Sir John Mur- 
ray Scott has excited quite as much condem- 
nation at home as abroad and has furnished 
the foreign press with an occasion for assail- 
ing the British aristocracy and English social 
life. 

During the trial there was a certain amount 
of amusement and even admiration excited 
by the extremely clever way in which Lady 
Sackville parried the cruel queries put to her 
during cross examination. 

On calm refiection afterward, though, a 
general feeling of disgust has ensued, not 
only with her husband and herself but aleo 
with her adversaries, the Scott family. 

The Sackvilles, as well as the Scotts, bene- 
fited under Sir John's will, and they were all 
objects of much generosity on his part during 
his Mfetime. . 

Nevertheless, because they declined any 
compromise, Sir John, who had every claim 
on the gratitude of all of them, was held up to 
public ridicule in court by the Scotts them- 
selves as a silly old fool, fascinated by an 
unscrupulous and designing female, and by 
the Sackvilles as a tiresome, irritable, pet- 
tish old crank who had rendered their life to 
such an extent a burden during the closing 
years of his existence that they felt that they 
thoroughly deserved the huge bequest which 
he promised them.

Lord Rocksavage, who is to marry Mise 
Sybil Sassoon next month, not, as was ex- 
pected, in asynagogue, but at one of the Lon- 
don registry offices, will have enough money 
to reguild the escutcheon of his family and to 
restore itsimpaired fortunes.

He served in the Ninth Lancers, one of the 
crack cavalry regiments of the British army, 
throughout the South African war; figured 
as A. D. C. on the staff of Lotd Curzon when 
he was viceroy of India; has done plenty of 
great game shooting; achieved some fame in 
England as a first class polo player, and le the 
eldest son and heir of the Marquis of Chol- 
mondeley.

It is owing to the absence of these front 
steps that the principal entrance of the house 
is at the back instead of at the front. 

The front entrance, with its colonnade on 
each side and statues over the center, was 
formerly approached by a magnificent double 
flight of marble steps and marble bajustrade. 

These were gambled away by the spend- 
thrift George Walpole, Earl of Orford, who 
staked them one night at a game of cards, 
played at Houghton Hall, and lost them. 

The winner claimed them amd had them 
carted away a few days afterward. They 
have never been restored nor has the vacant 
place been filled up. 

There are nearly 400 rooms at Houghton 
Hall, and so great was the amount of money 
swallowed up in building the mansion that 
the first Lord Orford insisted on the destruc- 
tion of all the bills and accounts connected 
with its construction.

A younger brother of Lord Rocksavage, 
Lord George Cholmondeley, created a sensa- 
tion some years ago by marrying, in defiance 
of his relatives’ protests, an American act- 
ress, formerly Clara Taylor of Washington, 
D. C., and who, after marrying John Alexan- 
der Sterling, Laird of Kippendarie, was di- 
vorced by him, with Lord Northland (of the 
family of John Knox, the Scotch reformer) 
as co-respondent.

The Marquis of Cholmondeley finds it quite 
as much as he cam manage to keep up Chole 
mondeley castle, his grand old ancestral 
home in Cheshire, famous for the magnifi- 
cent paintings which it contains, especially 
masterpieces of Vandyke and Rubens. 

It is about five centuries and a half old amd 
has been in the possession of the Cholmon- 
deley family ever since the reign of Henry 
II., when Robert, second son of William die 
Belbward, Baron de Malpas, of Normandy, 
obtained by gift of his father the lordship of 
Calmundelai, or Cholmondeley, and, fixing 
his residence there, took his surname there 
from. 

A Sir Hugh Ctolmondeley of Cholmondeley 
castle was one of the principal personages of 
the reign of Henry VIII. 

The wife of his son and successor was 4 
dame of such spirit that James I. used to 
refer to her as “ the bold lady of Cheshire,” 
and it was her son whom that monarch cre- 
ateda baronet in 1611. 

Dying without issue, his honora, which in- 
cluded the earldom of Leinster, became ex- 
tinct, Cholmondeley caetle and his broad 
lands passing to his nephew, Robert Chol. 
mondeley, who was created first Viscount 
Cholmondeley by Charles II. 

William and Mary advanced the family to 
the earldom of Cholmondeley, while George 
IV. when prince regent, promoted the fourth 
Earl of Cholmondeley to a marqulsate, be- 
stowing upon him at the same time the ear 
dom of Rocksavage in recognition of his 
services as lord steward of the household.

Lord Cholmondeley deserves some credit 
for having declined a most advantageous or- 
fer for the purchase of his Norfolkshire coun- 
try place from Ernest Tetah Hooley, the no- 
torious and now bankrupt promoter. 

When Edward VII. and his consort learned 

of the offer consternation prevailed at Sand- 
ringham. Indeed, the royal family felt that 
it would have to abandon t Norfolk home if 
it was to have the unsavory Hooley and his 
equally objectionable associates as near 
neighbors.

Prof. Taylor also spoke pointedly to his 
auditors as employers of labor and declared 
for a minimum wage. 

“You could not have visited the Cook 
county infirmary as many years as I have 
without seeing how rankly unjust it is to 
throw upon that human scrap heap the 
men and women, and, God forbid us, the lit- 
tle children, whose vitality and efficiency 
are wrung out or cut off by preventable oc- 
cupational diseases. You would come to the 
same conclusion as our English brethren 
have, that there must be a minimum wage 
somewhere and that the trade that cannot 
support its own workers is a parasitical 
trade and has no just reason to exist. 

“IT am very far, however, from arguing 
for the minimum wage as a part of justice 
that must follow charity, and yet prevent 
charity, upon the absurd argument that al- 
most all the immorality of women is due to 
low wages. It is a slander upon the women 
workers of America, as I had the pleasure of 
informing the senate committee.“

Washington, D. C., July 980.—Democrats and 
Republicans of the senate clashed again in 
debate on the Underwood-Simmonse tariff bil] 
today when Senator Stone charged that the 
Republicans Were deliberately attempting to 
bring on a panic in their speeches attacking 
the pending measure. 

Republican leadera, denying any intention 
to bring about disaster, declared they feared 
that such actually would be the result. Sen- 
ator Gallinger asserted he was no calamity 
howler,” but thet he actually feared the re- 
sults which he hoped would notoome. Ifthe 
disaster he feared did not come, the senator 
said, the glory would go to the Democrats. 

While Republican and Democratic leaders 
were engaged in hot discussion Senator Ken- 
von averred that in his talks he had always 
stated he did not believe the pending bill 
would result in disaster and that the people of 
hie state did not believe go either. 


Exempts Progressive Republicans, 

„O, I was not referring to the progressive 
Republicana,”’ said Senator Stone. I meant 
thet the majority on the minority were at- 
tempting to arouge the people.“ 

The Missouri senatcc spoke in reply to Sen- 
ator MoaLean. Senator Clark of Wyoming 
challenged Mr. Stone’s statement and assert- 
ed that any distrust were being engendered 
it was through statements by President WII- 
gon, Secretary Redfield, and Secretary Me- 
Adoo. 

The speech made by Senator McLean of 
Connecticut, which drew the ire of Senator 
Stone, charged that Democratic leaders have 
broken their tariff promises made to the 
working people of New England before the 
last national election. 

LEWIS SLAPS “BANK PLOT.” 

Washington, D. C., July 30.—[Special.]—A 
resolution authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to punish banks engaging in the 
alleged conspiracy to depreciate the value of 
government bonds for the purpose of influ- 
ercing currency legislation was introduced in 
the senate today by Senator Lewis of Illinois. 

The measure provides that the secretary 
may withdraw government deposits from 
such tanks and revoke their charters. The 
resolution was referred to the senate commit- 
tee on banking and currency. 

The resolution proposes that the secretary 
of the treasury cite before him such suspected 
barkers for hearing, following which he shall 
have the right to enforce the penalties pro- 
vided if convinced of such conspiracy.

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Model Civil Servi Law 
Drafted by Catherwood. 


RESIDENT CATHERWOOD of the county 
civil service board has finished a draft of 
a model civil service law which he will 
present to the national assembly of ein 
service commissioners. 

One original feature is that the i a 
ers themselves shall be subjected to the civil 
service efficiency test. Provision also is made 
for unification of civil service boards as far as 
is practicable.

All public offices come under the proposad law 
excepting those elected by popular vote, those 
appointed under the constitution or oy the 
courts, clerks and sergeants at arms of iegisia- 
tive bodies, advisory counsels to an executive, 
employés of counties or municipalities with less 
than fifty in the service, military employés, and 
special examiners for the state. 

It is proposed three state civil service com- 
missioners shall be chosen after examination by 
the chief justice of the Supreme court and the 
president of the state university. Each county 
is given one local commissioner, also enen mu- 
nicipality. Examinations by state commissions 
are provided, General direction is given the 
state board over the local boards. 

> 

Pensions are provided for persons 60 years old 
in the service twenty years or more. Po create 
a pension fund it is stipulated in the Cather- 
wood act that $2 shall be deducted from the 
wages of employés so that when eligible for re- 
tirement they may receive $50 a month from 
this surplus. 

Other civil service commissioners of the 
United States alse are at work on model laws 
which will be presented in competition at the 
national convention of the organization next 
year.

Meat for Five Days. 


„ 

I have been a housekeeper many years, and 
during that time have learned many lessons 
in economy, There are three grown people in 
our family, and by good management we have 
meat Once a day every day in the week, and 
often twice, at an outlay of from $1 to 11.15 
a week. We quite often buy a beef roast of 
six or seven pounds. I roast it in a covered 
roasting pan and make a dressing as for roast 
turkey. I roast it from two to two and one- 
half hours. About an hour before taking from 
the roaster I put the dressing in one corner of 
the pan. After taking up the meat and dress- 
ing I make a nice thickened gravy, and with 
creamed potatoes and a simple dessert the 
meal is good enough for any one. The next 
day I take the same roast and put it in the 
roaster with more dressing and heat it thor- 
oughly, when it is fully as good as the day 
before. Then for the third day for a change 
I cut off enough to make a meat pie, baking 
in a three pint basin with a small cup in the 
center to hold up the crust. The fourth day 1 
slice some of the roast which remains and put 
it in a stewpan with some potatoes sliced and 
a slice or two of onion, a little butter, and 


salt and pepper, cook until potatoes are ten- 


der, then thicken with a spoonful of four. 
There is meat for four days, and you still have 
a good sized piece of your roast left, which 
is very nice sliced cold, or made in hash, or 
chopped and made into meat balls. We buy 
the best cuts for roast, so there is not one 
mouthful wasted. I have learned to cook 
without wasting a spoonful of anything. I co 
all my own baking: put up my own fruit; 
make jelly, jam, all kinds of pickles; pack 
eggs in the fall or late in the summer in 
waterglass; can tematoes; dry sweet corn, and 
so reduce the grocery bills. We also use oleo- 
margarine, which I color myself, working in 
one teaspoonful of salt with the * gina 
two pound package, and We much prefer it to 
any creamery butter that we can buy.

Moved Into Suburb. 


My husband is a. postal clerk, making $1,200 


a year, and after ten years of married life we 


found that while we had lived well and had 
had a good time we had not saved any money. 
While visiting a friend in one of the suburbs 
of Chicago we found a five room steam heated 
flat for $25, with a little garden in the rear. 
My husband got transferred to that substation 
and we moved out there andostarted to save 
money. We decided we could live on §% a 
month, and every month when he drew his pay 
he deposited $25 in the postal savings bank. 
We saved $12 a month on his carfare and 
lunches alone, as he came home at noon and 
we used the left-overs from dinner the night 
before, with an occasional hot dish if neces- 
sary. It was often hard to keep within the 
limit set, but we had an object in saving and 
we did it. I did all my own work, including 
baking, putting up fruit, and laundry work 
My husband turned the washing machine and 
wringer in the evening, and I hung the clothes 
out the next morning. I did all the sewing for 
myself and little daughter and trimmed our 
hats. I made my husband's plain shirts and 
pajamas. I believe in “a stitch in time — 
mending things at the first sign of giving 
way. We visited the dentist every six months 
and had fillings put in before they got so 
large that it was an expensive and painful 
proposition. My husband half soled and heeled 
our shoes. We made friends with a few of 
the better class of people in our suburb, joined 
the local club, sang in the church chor. and 
with our piano, a few good books and maga- 
zines, and our work in our little gerden we 
were happy and contented. Occasionally we

All this was three years ago, and now we have 
nearly $1,000 in the postal savings bank and 
are about to make the first payment on our 
own home.

I find that four grown people can live well on

bills average $18 a month. I buy the best of 
everything, as experience has taught me. the

We are fond ‘of it in cream sauce. Peanuts are 
a substitute which require no cooking and are 
highly nutritious. I do all my bread, cake, and 
pie baking, but buy cookies by the box. 

I save fuel by using my fireless cooker and 
find the food is more appetizing when cooked 
this way. Our garden provides fresh vegetables 
for summer, and I make beet, bean, and cucum- 
ber pickles for winter. As to clothes, we buy a 
few at a time and get good ones. We wear them 
until they begin to look shabby before purchas- 
ing more. We never leave our electric lights 
burning longer than necessary, as each minute 
counts. My husband has no bad habits, such 
as smoking, chewing, or drinking, and we do 
not buy much candy, which saves our pocket- 
book as well as health.

Candied Orange Peel. 


As my recipe for candied orange peel is a lit- 
tle different from the one you gave lately, and 
perhaps less liable to be bitter, I send it forthe 
benefit of Mrs. B. F.: Cover the peeling with 
cold water to which a tablespoon of salt has 
been added for two quarts or water. t it re- 
main several hours in it, or over night. Next 
morning drain the water from it and rinse, add 
cold water to cover well, and put over the fire 
until it boils.

suit the taste. Cover the other half of, the 
dough over the meat; crimp the edge t 

so the gravy will not run out. Prick with @ 
fork the top of the dough to let the steam out 
Bake in a steady oven until the dough is done 
and the meat is cooked. Fat does not make 
gravy. This is a recipe for the regular English 
pastry.
